WASHINGTON, D. C. May 7.— 
Democrats of the senate are prac­ 
tically solid in their opposition to 
th© so-called peace resolution and 
under 
the 
leadership 
of 
Senator 
Oscar W. Underwood, minority floor 
leader, and 
Senator 
Gilbert 
M. 
Hitchcock, ranking democrat of the 
foreign 
relations 
committee, 
they 
will present such an opposition line­ 
up that it will be impossible for the 
republicans to pass the resolution 
over the expected veto of the pres­ 
ident. 
Republican claims that the demo­ 
crats would filibuster against the 
resolution and not permit it to come 
to vote In the senate are repudiated 
on the democratic side of the cham­ 
ber. The democrats say they are 
Quite willing: 
to face the issue pre­ 
sented in the Knox resolution and 
do not intend to avoid it by a fil­ 
ibuster. 
T he 
democratic 
program 
is 
to 
have reasonable debate on the Knox 
resolution and permit it to come 
to a vote whenever the republican 
m ajority asks for action. If there 
is any one democrat inclined to fil­ 
ibuster the party leaders do not 
know it and a one-ioan filibuster 
would get nowhere. The party pro­ 
gram does not embrace filibustering 
tactics and republican claims that 
the minority will whip about the 
stum p and attem pt to forestall a 
vote are 
declared 
to 
be entirely 
without foundation. 
Democrats say that the politics 
shown by the Knox resolution is 
such 
th a t 
the 
minority 
senators 
have no hesitancy in squarely meet­ 
ing th e issue and permitting it to 
go to the country. 
The question 
they say, is w hether peace shall be 
made ta a comstitutional way by 
ratification of a peace treaty nego­ 
tiated in accordance with precedent 
and th e constitution, 
or w hether 
peace shall be declared by a one­ 
sided

resolution.” 
Senator Underwood, the minority 
leader, says l i e Knox resolution is 


not

constitutional 
standing but that even if it arere 
constitutional

peace. 
“The resolution is entirely one­ 
sided,” said

Germany’s 
acceptance of the terms cannot be 
assured under such a resolution and 
it is proposed that we take the ri­ 
diculous position 
that the war Is

to take her own sweet time about 
accepting this sort of a peace. 
“The principle is about the same
